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GOVERNOR SLATON 
“REQUESTS JUDGE 


TO CHANGE VENUE 


Three Negroes, Accused of 
Murder of Mrs. Seth Irby, 
Will Not Be Taken Back 
to Louisville Today. 


SHERIFF SMITH ASKED 
FOR 200 STATE TROOPS 


Governor Invokes Statute of 
1911 in Order to Avert Pos- 
sible Mob Violence and to 
Save State Great Expense. 


There will be a change of venue in 
the case of the three Jefferson county 
negroes, confined in the Tower here, 
for the murder of Mrs. Seth Irby. That 
was the conclusion reached yesterday 
by Judge Ben Rawlins, of the Jeffer- 
son superior court, after the sheriff 
had called on the governor for troops, 
and after a number of telegrams had 
passed between the governor and the 
judge. 

Sheriff Smith declared that the. three 
negroes, William and Géorge Hart and 
Robert Paschal, would unquestionably 
J/be lynched if they were brought to 
Jefferson county without the protec- 
tion of troops. So greatly outraged 
were the people over the crime, he said, 
that citizens were gathering from the 
five surrounding counties to iY~nech the 
men as soon as they should be brought 
to Louisville. It would take at 
least 200 armed men to protect them 
if they should be brought there. 

Urges, Change of Venue. 

Under these circumstances, the gov- 
ernor, unwilling to run the risk of 
bloodshed and to incur the expense 
to the ‘state that would ensue on the 
calling out of 200 men during the 
trial, urged upon the judge that he 
Should give the men a change of Venue 
Just as soon aszndictments are found. 

Under the act’ of 1911, the judge 
really has no diseretion in granting 
changes of venue, it being made man- 
datory on him to do ‘sodan every case 
in which mob ‘violence is threatened 
The language of the act, covering this 
feature, is as follows: 

“It shall be lawful for the judge of the 
superior court of the circuit in which a 
crime is alleged to have been committed to 
change the venue; in the trial of said case, 
' on his own. motion, with or without petition, 
‘whenever, in his judgment, the accused 
party will be lynched, or there is danger of 
violence being attempted to be committed 
on the accused, if carried back, or allowed 
to remain in the county where the crinte is 
atieged to have been committed; .and if a 
motion by petition shall be made by the 
ue@used for a change of venue, said judge 
shall hear the same at chambers, with or 
without the presence of the accused, at such 
time and place in the state as he y di- 
rect; and if the evidence sugmittéd shall 
reasonably show that there is a proRability 
or danger of lynching, then it shgll be 
mandatory on said judge to change the 
venue ¢o such county in the state as/in his 
judgmént, will avoid lynching.’’ 

Judge to Order Change. 

After giving due consideration to 
the case, the judge wired the governor 
that he would order a change of venue 
just as.soon as an indictment had been 
found. As the presence of the accused 
ig not necessary for the finding of an 
indictment, they are still detained in 
the Tower in Atlanta and will be, until 
it is determined in which county they 
shall be fried. It is not unlikely that 
Judge Rawlins ‘will order the venue 
changed to Fulton ceunty. 

Judge Rawlins has ordered a special 
term of court in which to try the ne- 
sroes to be convened Thursday, They 
will be promptly indicted as soon as 
the grand jury is drawn and then the 
judge will announce the county in 
which he will order them tried. 

The action of the governor in de- 
Clining to send -troops to Jefferson 
‘ounty in this case and insisting on 
the judge exercising the powers which 
are made mandatory on him by the act 
of 1911 is wide-sweeping in its effect. 
According to well-informed lawyers, it 
will mean that there will be no future 
occasion when the military will be 
called out to guard a courthouse dur- 
ing a criminal trial. 
| Statement by Governor. 

When interrogated on the case last 
night, the governor issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“The case is important in pointing 
& way for the trial of causes without 
bayonets and for avoidance of military 
power and martial law in a large‘pro- 
portion of cases, — 

“It certainly is not seemly for 
man to be tried in a courthouse with 
armed soldiers about it to prevent his 
veing lyached. It is a severe reflec- 
ion On a county to declare a state of 
nsurrection to exist, which must be 
lone under the law whenever the mili- 
ia is ordered out. It is deplorable if 
rood but excjte’ citizens must be shot 
iown by the Militia in order to sectire 
nforcement of the orderly processes 
if the law. It is to be regretted when 
‘ivil law must vield to martial law and 
he state be advertised as lacking the 
‘onfidence of the people in the pun- 
shment of crime.

Washington, December %81.—Tweilve 
months of 1913 wrought changes in the 
American government—political, eco- 
nomic and financial—probably more 
far-reaching than any other year of 
the last quarter, century—this was ap- 
parent today in a backward glance 
over memorable events of the past 
year in all branches of governmental 
activity. ; 

A democratic administration in na- 
tional affairs came to power in this 
twelve months with a democratic 
president and a democratic congress 
at his back for the first time since 
Grover Cleveland occupied the white 
house. , 

Some of. the Achievements. 

The first constitutional amendments 
since 1870 were perfected, providing 
two radical changes in the funda- 
ments of government—an income. tax 
and the direct election of United States 
senators. } 

The national bank and currency sys- 
tem, devised to float the debt of the 
civil war and which has operated ever 
since, was re-organized into a federal 
reserve. system in which the central] 
bank plan, the dominant system: of 
Europe, was rejected anda vast scheme 
of financial re-organization perfected. 

A democratic tariff law became ef- 
fective, the first stnce the Wilson bill 
of 1893 and one of!the most compre- 
hensive tariff measures ever enacted. 

A parcel post brought

Last year’s homicidal 
number reached fifty-six, a ranking 
greater than that of the whole British 
empire. In 1912 there were more ne- 
gro crimes than in the past year. 

Twenty-Nine Arrests Made. 

As a result of the forty-séven homi- 
cides twenty-nine arrests have been 
made ‘according to police statistics, 
while slayers in the other cases 
escaped. «The record, however, is gen- 
erally conceded as being, incomplete in 
this respect. Police authorities say 
that more arrests have been made 
than this number. 

Authorities likewise 
there has been a decided 
convictions.

A noticeable fact was that crimes 
were fewer in 1913 during the holi- 
days. While there were hardly less 
‘than a dozen tragedies during Christ- 
mas and New Year in 1912, there were 
only four recorded at headquarters 
throughout the past season. All of 
these were negroes. 

Police headquarters feels that the 
holiday situation has been handled 
more successfully in 1913 than at any 
previous time, and that holiday crime 
is On, a marked decrease, due largely, 
it is said, to a round-Wp of @rooks and 
crfminals before the yuletide. began.

Of the forty-seven deaths, 
eight were negroes. The remaining 
nine were of whites, all Américans. 
One homicide, the slaying of an un-

Inmates of Auburn Pen Pledge 
Themselves to Good Con- 
duct During 1914. 


Auburn, N. Y., December 31.—Con- 
victs of Auburn prison have adopted a 
new year’s resolution pledging them- 
selves to good conduct... They have or- 
ganized a good conduct league by 
means of which they will have a 
share in maintaining prison discipline. 
Convict public opinion is the weapon 
by which discipline will be enforced. 

The organization of the league was 
perfected it was announced tonight 
by a committee of fifty convicts by 
Dallot. The scheme was suggested by 
Thomas Mott Osborne, chairman of the 
State commission for prison reform, 
who recently was a voluntary inmate 
of Auburn. 

All convicts will be admitted to the 
league, but under its rules bad conduct 
will forfeit membership. 

The league is described as one “of 
the fruits of the humane .=§ policy” 
of Superintendent Riley, who is com- 
mended in the resolution for having 
among officers and inmates 
such kindly spirit of physical, moral 
and humanitarian progressiveness as 
warrants the hope of more’ consider- 
ate management and supervision of 
the whole personnel than that which 
has obtained in all previous history of 
prison conduct. 

“Resolved,” the document continues, 
“that we individually and as repre- 
sasitatives of all inmates of Auburn 
prison hereby pledge our best, honest 
endeavor and constant attention to the 
ultimate success of all such efforts as 
the said Hon. John Riley already 
has made or which he shall hereafter 
undertake looking to the general up- 
lift and progressive to the general up- 
men and methods inside the walls of 
Auburn prison.”

Change in Garnishment Law. 


One was the statement ‘that the‘mat- 
ter of ‘wage garnishments would prob- 
ably, frein now on, be a matter of an- 
cient history. It will cost a person an 
even $4 to bring a suit for garnishment 
in the new court and, besides that, the 
person bringing the suit must make a 

worthy bond in each case. This will 
put a sto. to the procedure of collec- 
tion agencies and lawyers, who, for 
years, as one of the court attaches re- 
marked Wednesday, “used the justice 
courts as collection agencies and wore 
the star of a’ bailiff.” 

Another advantage of the new court 
will .be the matter of taking eat 
quantities of work from the shoulders 
of the fudges of the superior court, 
whose burdens are already more than 
they can Lear. The procedure in the 
new court is modeled alge the lines 
used in the superior cotf®t and will 
facilitate the work of the 
courts very much.

Mr. Fassett has been district attor- 
ney, state senator, collector of, the 
port of New York, his party’s nomi- 
nee for governor in a sweeping demo- 
cratic year, and for’six years was con- 
gressman from the Elmira district. All 
that time ‘he has been a steadfast re- 
publican, and today its aligned with 
the “stalwart” or standpat element of 
the party against the “progressive” 
aggregation of Mr. Roosevelt. 

Mr. Fassett, in discussing’ Wednes- 
day the future of the republican party 
asserted that it was decidedly in the 
“if’’ state at nresent. However, he was 
full of interesting ideas as to how the 
“ifs” might work out, outlining his 
views as to the futre. 

“The tendency today is toward acen- 
tralization of the administrative or 
executive power, and the lewgislative 
and judicial powers,” said Mr. Fassett, 
“and toward placing it in the hands of 
the mob. The initiative, -referendum 
and recall are nothing but that. It is 
decidedly getting away from the spirit 
< the men who made the constitu- 
tion. 

“When the constitution was made 
our forefathers started out on new 
lines,”’ continued Mr. Fassett. “They 
sought to keep separate the three

functions or powers of government, on 
the theory that whenever the three or 
any two were consolidated, tyranny re- 
sulted. That separation has so far 
worked out pretty well. 


Calls Them “Colossal Ezotists.” 


“Today we see a remarkable ten- 
dency toward consolidating those func- 
tions and placing them in the hands of 
collossal egotists. Roosevelt, Charles E. 
Hughes, Bryan and Wilson come under 
that head. President Wilson has mar 
velous control of the legislative func- 
tion of government now. He has only 
to crack the whip and the lawmakers 
turn his way. 

“4 am decidedly an optimist,’ added 
Mr. Fassett, “and believe that things 
will work out to a good end, but 
wish I were younger, so that I might 
see the result of this tendency.”’ 

About the national future of the re- 
publican party Mr. Fassett saw many 
“ifs’”’ in the way, He stated, however, 
that he believed that the old-line ele- 
ment would come into control. 

“If the eurrency bill proves a suc- 
cess, if the tariff works out right, if 
our present Mexican policy is justified 
by events, it doesn’t matter what the 
republicans do,’ he declared, “there 
will be but one result. 

“On the other hand, if the curreney 
bill is a failure, if the tariff lAw floods 
the market with foreign goods and 
closes*a number of our factories, if 
our attitude toward Mexico proves a 
failure, if the income tax proves ob- 
noxious, the republicans will win, for 
they will be forced together by the 
logic of évents. 

“If the present administration proves 
only fairly successful, then much de- 
pends. on the republicans themselves. 
I see no excuse for a progressive wing 
in the republican party—none except 
the personal ambition of Roosevelt. 


Stalwarts Reforming. 


“The stalwart element is beginning 
to take on certain reforms or changes 
that the nation demands. One thing 
is the tendency toward bowing to the 
popular demand for primaries. 

“Another thing that has helped the 
republicans wonderfully and that will 
help the country wonderfully is the 
cutting down of the southern vote In 
the republican convention. Not be- 
cause it’s the south’s vote, but be- 
cause it is the vote of a section that 
gives no vote to the republican party, 
because the present plan simply al- 
lows people who are not stockholders 
to vote in the management of the 
concern. Yes, frequently to direct its 
course. . 

“Today,” added Mr. Fassett, “New 
York state would go republican by a 
big majority. The trial and conviction 
of Sulzer and the consequent exposure 
of Tammany has disgusted the people. 
However you may look at it, Charles 
F’.. Murphy is cordially feared and dis- 
liked by a large element in New York. 

“Governor Glynn is a man of high 
ideals. He is a fine man, and by the 
very force of his actions during the re- 
mainder of his term he may harmonize 
the feeling against the machine wing 
of his party.”’ 

Mr. Fassett hinted at the necessity 
of toning down the ‘machine element 
of his own party, although in this case 
he would not go into details. 


This Fall the Test. 


In brief, Mr. Fassett asserted that 
the future of the republican party was 
now being worked out, and that he be- 
lieved that it would ultimately be con- 
trolled to a great extent by the stand- 
pat wing, but that the old-line men 
would be controlled very largely «by 
popular demand for changes that found 
their expression in the progressive 
platform and in the democratic plat- 
form. 

He was decidedly conservative in his 
statements, and expressed the belief 
that the best test of the future of the 
republican party would come in the 
congressional elections next fall. ' 

The binding together and the suc- 
cess of the republicans, he asserted 
depended now on many things—the re- 
sults of the present administrative pol- 
icies, the personal equation of Roose- 
velt, about whom in Mr. ¥assett’s opin- 
ion there could be no safe prophecy, 
and the action of leaders in the stand- 
pat wing of the republicans. 

Mr. Fassett will remain in Atlanta 
the rest of the week. He has innumer- 
able friends here made during his fre 
quent visits to the city. 

Much of his time here on this visit 
has been spent on the golf course, for

health situation, if, indeed, segregation of 
the negro would not itself vastly increase 


_the> danger to the’ white man. Dr. Stiles 


ifmself points the reason and confirms the 
reiterated contentions of -The Constitution 
in the following sentences from his address: 


In fairness to the white mother, let 
us reeall that her servants, including 
her children’s nurses, return to these 
the infectious diseases that lurk there, 
negro homes at night, dre subject to 
are’ liable to bring these infections to 
the white homes in which they work 
during the day, are liable to spread the 
maladies among the white families and 
thus to place upon the white mother 
additional but Unnecessary cares and 
sorrows due to preventable sickness 
and death in her family. 


In other words, what would we accom- 
plish if we succeeded in segregating every 
negro man, woman and child in a single 
ward and built around it a wall ten feet 
high? 

We would accomplish less than nothing, 
unless with that segregation went an en- 
forcement in this isolated district of such 
rigid sanitary and hygienic laws and ordi- 
nances as Atlanta is not now enforcing in 
one of the scattered negro districts of the 
city. 

Why? : 

Because from that segregated district 
negro nurses would still emerge from dis- 
eased homes, to. come. into our homes and 
hold our children in their arms; negro 
cooks would still bring bacilli from. the 
segregated district into the homes of the 
poor and the rich white Atlantan; “negro 
chauffeurs, negro butlers, negro. laborers 
would come from within the pale and scatter 
disease with the same old ignorant lavish- 
ness; into that district would go the clothes 
of white families, to be laundered in environ- 
ments possibly reeking with -filth and 
disease. : 

We are not discussing the merits or de- 
merits of segregation for other racial prob- 
lems. We do know if it is hoped thus to 
choke off.the stream of disease which one 
race is pouring into another, the hope is 
vain. : 

There is even the certainty that segrega- 
tion, unaided, would increase the peril of the 
hlack man to the white. As it now is, the 
scattered” négto districts are hedged in by 


| white communities, the very presence of 


which imposes‘a measurable restraint and 
an influence for improvement. 

Remove this restraint and influence, sub- 
stituting for it nothing else, and it is not a 
work of imagination to picture. the segre- 
gated district becomife a “reservoir” of dis- 
ease beside .which present conditions are 
idyllic. 

Here is the core of the business, and it is 
what.the people’ of Atlanta and every com- 
munity with a negro. population need to 
learn— 

The disease germ knows no color or race 
line, no class distinction and has little re- 
spect for distance, when it can fasten ona 
human carrier. To purge the negro of dis- 
ease, is not so much a kindness to the negro 
himself as it is a matter of sheer self-preser- 
vation to the white man. Philanthropy 
doesn’t enter into this battle of life and 
death; grim, primitive self-interest, the con- 
servation of the health of the white race is 
the controlling factor. We can’t evade that 
fact, unless we accept the . consequences. 
Wectan't segregate the negro and escape his 
diseases, unless we deport him. And that is, 
of course, ay impossibility. 

If the. people of the south expect to fight 
a winning war with the death rate they 
must .recognize this as the fundamental 
principle in the campaign— 

Segregated an not segregated, one law of 
sanitation and hygiene for both races, one 
law applied rigor@usiy and without excep- 
tion! Any other @octrine means the dis- 
mantling of every health safeguard the white 
man sets up for his own people.

Dish so the fish is in the center of a 
garnish of the cabbage. Strain the gravy in 
the fish pan and serve it separately in a 
turneen.*.Only the small carp are cooked in 
this way. 

Breaded carp is made from a fourth or a 
half of a carp or from slices of the very 
large ones. 

Remove the spinal bones by pulling them 
loose from the tail towards the head. They’ 
come out easily. Cut the fish in slices or 
pieces, flatten with a paddle, dip in ege, 
season, bread and dip again, Fry in dripping 
or in a little butter and lard. 

Carp is so rich in its own fat that it is 
seldom fried in deep fat. 


NEW YORK FIRM HAS 
SOLVED SMOKE NUISANCE 


(From The New York Times.) 

After nearly three years of, experimenta- 
tion the New York Edison“company has per- 
fected an apparatus which practically elim- 
inates the smoke and cinder nuisance at its 
waterside stations in this city. Arthur Wil- 
liams, general inspector of the plants, spoke 
of it yesterday as one of the most important 
inventions in many years. ‘ 

The apparatus, known as a wet clearer, 
is simple in construction and operation. The 
smoke coming from the fires which heat the 
huge boilers, laden with cinders, is driven at 
speed through sheet of water. By 
this process practically all of the’ material 
which constituted a nuisance is deposited in 
the big water tank. The inventors of the 
apparatus, C. B. Grady, assistant mechanical 
engineer, and E. B. Ricketts, testing engi- 
neer Of the Edison plants, in describing the 
said: “Results of a number of 
tests show an average efficiency of 95 per 
eent.”’ 

A number of the officials of the company, 
including Thomas Murray and John W. 
Lieb,.vice presidents; John P. Sparrow, chief 
engineer; H. W. isawrence, superintendent 
of the waterside stations; Mr. Williams and 
the inventors made an inspection of the ap- 
paratus yesterday afternoon. 

The importance of an invention of this 
kind is perhaps best illustrated when it is 
known that 1 per cent of the coal used 
passes out as solid material in the gases 
from the boiler fires. At waterside stations 
Nos. 1 and 2 of the Edison company, at the 
foot of East Thirty-Ninth street, 2,400 tons 
of coal are burned on what is known as a 
“maximum day,” and at times when the plant 
is Zoing full blast three tons of coal a 
minute are burned. Thus a great amount 
of solid material has been thrown out in the 
past from the fires under the fifty-six boilers 
in the plants. The water cleaning apparatus 
has been attached to seventy-five of the 
boilers, and the work of installinge- others 
is in progress. It has been estimated that 
the present equipment reduces the amount 
of material discharged by the boilers on the 
streets in that district by 75 per cent. Ina 
few months it is expected that the nuisance 
practically will be abated. 

The experiments have cost the company 
more than $500,000, as tests were made with 
dry-cleaning apparatus before the experi- 
ments with the water-cleaning appliance 
were taken up. The inventions are protect- 
ed by patents, but the engineers explained 
yesterday that, if other industries adopt the 
invention, the initial cost of. installation 
would be small. The operating expenses are 
also nominal. 

Since the apparatus has ben in opera- 
tion, it was explained yesterday, the com- 
plaints about the “smoke nuisance” in that 
part of the city have been few. It was 
explained that the treatment does not 
cleanse the smoke completely or remove a}] 
of its color, but it does remove all matérials’ 
which would soil the streets or have any 
harmful effect. 

The boilers in the Brooklyn Edison: com- 
pany’s plant and those of-the United Electric 
Light and Power company also have been 
equipped with the apparatus. The engineers 
give this explanation of the invention: 

“The first experimestal wet-cleaning ap- | 
paratus’ consisted of a curved -baffle-plate 
placed just beyond the boiler outlet, so as to 
deflect the gases in' a downward direction, 
and a water tank below to catch the cinders. 
The next step was to increase the distance 
traveled by the Bases in a downward direc- 
tion, and also materially increase the ve.- 
locity so that the solid: particles would be 
driven toward the water with a higher ve- 
locity and thus trap a larger percentage of 
cinders. 

“The next step was to place an inclined 
baffle in the flue and maintain a sheet of 
water flowing over the upper surface of the 
baffle so:that the gasés would ténd to drive 
the solid pafticles against the sheet of water. 
The next move was to contbine this idea 
with the former and let a sheet of watcr 
flow down al@ng the inclinéd duct into the 
water tank Ki@low, so that thé gases in enter- 
ing and going through the duct would drive 
a portion of ‘the cinders into this sheet. of 
water. About seventy-five gallons of Water 
a minute for.each boiler were circulated.”

THE TRIAL OF OUR SAVIOR 


The trial of our Savior has been con- 
sidered revently by scholars in the science 
of jurisprudence from the standpoint of the 
lawyer. Large volumes have been pub- 
blished about it in this aspect and it has 
proved, as it should be, a topic of pro- 
found interest treated’from the platform 
by several lecturers. 

It is most proper

that in beginning 
celebrated trials, the 
most momentous of the trials recorded 
in history should the fir’t mention. 
The jurists-in recent years have profited by 
the researches of several senerations of 
scholars in Roman and Jewish law. These 
have been brought to bear “upon the pro- 
cedure, the charges, the evidence, the con- 
demnation and punishment which completed 
the tragedy which has transformed the 
world. 

The trial of Jesus 
astical and civil. The 
took place before the ereat Sanhedrin, con- 
sisting of seventy-one members. The Roman 
or civil trial was held be Pontius Pilate, 
the Roman government of Judea, and after- 
wards before Herod, Tetrarch of Galilee. 
These trials took place within a space of 
from ten to twenty hours. 

The arrest of took place follow- 
ing the last Supper as He was leaving, with 
his disciples, the house of Mark on the out- 
skirts of Jerusalem, to go to the Garden of 
Gethsemane. This was about midnight on 
the evening of April 6, 4A. D. 30. He wag 
taken into custody by the band Temple 
officers and Roman soldiers, guided by 
Judas. He was first taken to Annas and 
afterwards sent to Caiaphas, the former 
being the father-in-law of the latter. A 
private preliminary examination of Jesus 
was then had before one of these church 
dignitaries. Saint John descibes this ex- 
amination, but does not tell us clearly 
whether it was Annas or Caiaphas who con- 
ducted it. 

After the preliminary examination Jesus 
was arraigned about two o'clock in the 
morning before the Sanhedrin, and was form- 
ally tried and condemned death on the 
charge of blasphemy against Jehovah. After 
a temporary adjournment of the first ses- 
sion, the Sanhedrin reassembled at thed}reak 
of day to retry Jesus, and to determine how 
He should be brought before Pilate. 

In the early mornine of April 7, 
was led before Pontius Pilate, who was. 
then stopping in the [Is«tace of Herod on 
the hill of Zion, his customary residence 
when he came up from Caesarea to Jerusa- 
lem to attend the Jewish national festivals. 
A brief trial of Jesus by, Pilate on the 
charge of high treason against Caesar was 
had in front of and within the palace of 
Herod. The result was an acquittal of the 
prisoner by the Roman procurator, who ex- 
pressed his verdict in these words: “I find 
no fault in Him.” 

Instead of releasing 
found Him not guilty, Pilate, being intim- 
idated by the rabble, sent the _ prisoner 
away to Herod. who was then in attendance 
upon the Passover Feast, and was at that 
moment presiding in the ancient palace of 
the capital of the Asmeneans if the im- 
mediate neighborhood of the residence of 
Pilate. A brief, informal hearing was had 
before Herod, who, having mocked the 
prisoner and arrayed Him in a gorgeous 
robe, sent Him back to the Roman gover- 
nor. 

After the return of Jesus from the court 
of Herod, Pilate assembled the priests and 
elders, announced to them that Herod had 
found no fault with the prisoner in their 
midst, reminded them that he himself had 
acquitted Him, and offered to scourage and 
then release Him. This compromise and sub- 
terfuge was scornfully rejected by the He- 
brews, who had demanded the crucifixion 
of Jesus. Pilate, after much vacillation, 
finally vielded to the demands of the mob, 
and ordered the prisoner to be crucified. 

From this brief outline of the trial ‘of 
Jesus it will readily be seen that there were 
two distinct hearings, one by the Hebrews 
and one by the Romans.

“Bearing in mind the direct cause of 
typhoid, the rate of mortality. ig not 
surprising, when I tell you that 49 per 
cent of the farm homes south of the 
Potomac river have no privy; and about 


70 per cent of the rural) schoolhouses 
in the south have no privy. 

“These statistics and the fact which 
we must realize, that men are the 
makers and builders of homes, and 
the directors and operators of school 
boards and houses, warrant my state- 
ment which I desire to make emphatic, 
that the women of this section—the 
bearers of children—the very life force 
upon which the life force of the nation 
depends are not getting what is com- 
ing to them in the nature of protection. 

“How can they bear sound, healthy 
children, and keep life in them in in- 
sanitary homes, centered in polluted 
soil, these same children sent to 
schoolhouses where there is a cen- 
tralization of diseased, insanitary con- 
ditions? 

“When the cry goes out for more 
efficient teachers in the rural schools, 
and the cry for more teachers, one 
wonders why the demand cannot be 
met in the army of young men and 
women wage-earners, trained to- be 
teachers. 


LIFE OF HEALTHY 
PERSON IN DANGER. 


“But it is not a question in the 
minds of the research men, who have 
gone into the southern states and who 
have seen what the barbarous condi- 
tions are in the large percentage of 
rural homes and rural schools. Disease 
is actually breeded and the life of the 
healthy man and woman is in danger. 

“There is no crusade more needed 
in the south than ‘that initiated 
through several agencies for sanita- 
tion and public health. Laws should 
be made and appropriations granted 
to provide means to bring better con- 
ditions about, and these laws rigidly 
enforced; otherwise we will be com- 
pelled to cease our boast about our 
‘climatic advantages,’ ‘our resources,’ 
our ‘progress’ and ‘prosperity,’ so long 
as our citizenship is the victim of con- 
ditions which claim annually in death 
72.7 per 100,000 from typhoid fever.

Other statements made by Dr. Stiles 
in his direct and forceful address go 
likewise unchallenged. 

The message so clearly expressed in 
the entire address of Dr. iles' em- 
phasizes the last act in the regime of 
Hon. Wilmer Moore as president of the 
chamber of commerce, who, seeing 
abeve all the needs of the city in the 
matter of a better health department, 
has planned the establishment at once 
of a public welfare department, which 
will make for a system of vital sta- 
tistics and for a more rational and 
complete department looking to bet- 
ter sanitation and public health. 

Another striking and illuminating 
statement by Dr. Stiles in his address 
Wednesday is here reproduced: 

“At present, man: property owners seem- 
ingly think that almost anything is good 
enough for a@ negro tenant. As a result, 
many of the negroes are today living in 
habitations the sanitary Surroundings of 
which are both vile and dangerous. In fair- 
ness to the negro, let us recall that most of the 
habitations in which he lives are owned by 
white men, hence the negro is not responsi- 
ble for their construction or fér their san- 
itary surroundings. In fairness to the negro 
mother, let us recall that these insanitary 
conditions spell an increased death rate in 
her family. In fairness to the white mother 
let us recall that her servants, including her 
children’s nurses, “feturn to these negro 
homes at night, are subject to the infectious 
diseases that lurk there, are liable to bring 
these infections to the white homes in 
which they work during the day, are liable 
to spread the maladies among the white 
families and thus to place upon the white 
mother additional but unnecessary cares and 
sorrows due to preventable sickness and 
death fn her family. This extra strain on 
the health of both the: white and: the negro 
mother is préventable. To prevent it, .we 
must have a proper public. sentiment am4ng 
white men in favor of proper laws govern- 
ing sanitary conditions and a sufficient 
pubMc demand and public conscience to have 
those laws enforced.

Although the naval observatory for | 
years past had undertaken to trans- 
mit such messages by linked cables and 
telegraph wires, tonight was the sec- 
ond time in the history of science 
that the feat wag attempted by wire- 
less. 

According to schedule the signals be- 
Ean at 11:55. p. m. meridian time. The 
beats of the transmitting clock at 
the naval observatory, corrected by 
Stellar observation to the most exact 
time possible, connected by wire with 
the radio towers, were repeated auto- 
matically by delicate instruments and 
translated into radio flashes. 

These, backed by the powerful vol- 
tage of the Arlington plant, were dis- 
patched tn message form over a wave 
length of 2,500 meters. The last beat 
announced the arrival of the New Year 
in the capital of the United States. 

Eiffel Tower Received Signals. 

Officers said it possibly would be a 
week before thay could ascertain just 
how far the signal reached.

With headquarters in the chamber of} 
commerce rooms a committeecmfww 
posed of members of the Atlanta Clear- 
ing House association and the cham- 
ber of commerce, is now actively at 
work in the interests of a regional re- 
serve bank for Atlanta.

W. Grant, from the ¢chamber, is work- 
ing now to get in touch with bank- 
ers and business men throughout the 
entire territory that might be included 
in this district were a regional bank 
established in Atlanta. 

At present the committee is seeking 
to interest these men in getting a re- 
gional bank established in the south- 
eastern section and also to secure their 
co-operation in making Atlanta the 
Place for that bank. 

Atlanta bankers and business men 
have expressed themselves on all sides 
as believing that Atlanta can show 
that it is the logical point for one of 
the new banks, and at present the com- 
mittee which was appointed at a joint 
meeting of the clearing house officers 
and the directers of the chamber of 
commerce. |

interests in this section, but will put 
their plea before the secretaries who 
are expected to reach Atlanta in Feb- 
ruary On a tour of the country to in-| 
vestigate the location for the new 
banks.

So Finds Jury That Probed 
Calumet Horror—Charges 
by Labor Leaders Rejected:

Calumet, Mich., December 1.—An 
open verdict, including a finding that 
the Christmas eve panic which cost 
seventy-two lives in Italian hall was 
caused by an alarm of fire raised | 
within the hall, was returned tonight} 
the coroner’s jury, which for three 
days has been hearing evidence. Every 
allegation that enemies of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners were re- 
sponsible for starting the panic was 
rejected by the jury. 

“By the evidence of the witnesses 
we find that the cause of death 
suffocation, the same being caused by 
a jam on the stairway leading to the | 
entrance of the Italian hall where a 
Christmas celebration was being held,” 
said the verdict. “The stampede was 
caused by some person of persons un- 
known to the jury at this time, raising 
an alarm of fire within the hall.” 

Only. Union Men Admitted. 

The jury decided the evidence show- 

that only union 
cards or vouched for by some member 
of the union entered the place. Rejec- 
tion of charges that deputy sheriffs, 
mine guards and company doctors had 
held back would-be rescuers was con- 
tained in a paragraph commending 
the work of men who cleared the 
stairway of its mass of dead and in- 
jured. 

Some sixty-five witnesses told their 
versions of the catastrophe. Of these 
half a dozen said they saw a button 
of some kind on a man who they said 
raised the initial alarm, but not all 
were willing to swear the button bore 
the insignia of the Citizens’ Alliance. 
Witnesses also disagreed as to where 
the man stood, and because of this the 
jury concluded that persons in differ- 
ent parts of the hall took up the cry. 
The practical unanimity of testimony 
from those near the doorway that 
stranger rushed into the place as the 
panic started, was another of the un- 
derlying causes of the jury's findings. 

An intangible note of optimism de- 
veloped in the strike situation today. 
John B. Densmore, of the federal de- 
partment of labor, said he had been 
encouraged; W. J. MacDonald, who 
pressing a resolution for a congres- 
sional inquiry, said there was a rift in 
the clouds, and attorneys for the 
Western Federation of Miners thought 
away of settling the difficulty might 
be found soon. In c@&mpanys circles 
also there were more cheerful counte- 
nances in evidence.

Lansing, Mich., December 31.—In an 
effort to bring toanend labor’ troubles 
in the copper country. represéntatives 
of various state labor unions will 
draft a plan of settlement, which they 
will ask Governor Ferris to forward 
to President Shaw, of the Calumet and 
Hecla Mining company, at Boston. 
conference of union men here 
afternoon it was decided to take 
matter over the head of James 
Naughton, general manager of 
Calumet and Hecla.
